REMARKS 

This response to the Office Action mailed on June 17, 2005 cancels claims 1, 2, 33, and 
49-54, amends claims 4, 5, 7, 1 1, 31, 32, 34, 35, 39, 41, 44, 55-60, and 65-67, and adds no new 
claims. As a result, claims 3-5, 7-9, 1 1, 31. 32, 34-48, and 55-67 are pending in the Application. 

The Office action allowed claims 3, 38, and 61. The claims now remaining in the 
application are amended to depend upon one of these allowed claims. 

The amendment of the claims to include all recitations of one of the allowed claims thus 
avoids the rejection of claims 33-34 under 35 USC § 102(b) as anticipated by Asghar et al. 
(U.S. 5,794,068), and the rejection of claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-9, 11, 31-33, 35-37, 39-60, and 62-67 
under 35 USC §102(e) as anticipated by Jones et al. (U.S. 6,745,222).
